-CIRCULAR LETTER. 


To the Churches Composing the Pocatalico Regular Baptist Association : 


DEAR BRETHREN: « 


Having been appointed to prepare a Circular for this year, I have chosen, for my 
subject, the 5th verse of the 28th chapter of our Lord’s Gospel by St. Matthew: 

“And the angel answered and said unto the women, Fear not ye: for 1 know that 
ye seek Jesus, which was crucified.”
